2. Citations and ejsplanations: 

Claims 1-32 meet the qritoia set out in PCX Article 33(4), and thus have induslrial appUcability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 

Claims 1-32 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over 
Hadden et al (5632983). 

Hadden teaches a treatment of immune problems using a therapeutic NCM (a composition which contains 200-500 units of 
(col Sy a compound notoriously old and well known for the treatment of cancer). The composition contains all of applicant's 
limitations with the exceptkmihst it does not contain CY or INDO. The invention lacks an inventive step because it would have been 
obvious to add CY or INDO to the 1ha*apeutic composition of the patent because the conqwsition is intended to modulate the immune 
system of a patient and CY and INDO (or other NSAIDs) are notoriously old and well known for their use in chemotber^utic 
imrnunoconyositions or anticancer compositions. 

Claim 30 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Hadden. 

Hadden teaches a therapeutic NCM which contains all of applicant's limitations thus anticipating the claim. 
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
